Mr. Hin-shing Lo submilted that 
the original arrest of the prison- 
ers was Hlegal and its illegality 
could be tested ‘at ns late a date as 
January 11th, 1928; secondly, that 
although'the iNegulfty of {he orlgi- 
nal arrest and detention had been 
eured by reorar legal process, the 

ubsequent proceedings were . ir- 
regular, He submitted that pri- 
soners were just’ as illcyally in 
custody now as thy were on 
January 11th. po : 


Detention Illegal? 


Mr. Lo’a final submission was 
that the Court hearing the applica- 
tion of Habeas Corpus was entitfed 
to enquire into the circumstances 
of their detention if {t. was satisf- 
ed that, although the iNegality. of 
thevarrest had been ‘cured’ by pro- 
per process of law, its illegality 
remained incf¥&ctive because of. the 
technical defective warrant of 
committal as subsequent proceed-

Counsel claimed that the first 
arrest was in respect. ofan extradi~ 
tion crime and that, it was illegal’ 
without any information sworn 
under the Extradition: Ordinance, 
The right to deport must be dis- 
tinct’ from the right to: extradite, 
Counsel ‘claimed that" there. was 
evidence to show that the prisongrs 
had snot. * been detained 
for deportation.
